Thomas, are travelling around 
Anguilla intimidating people, 
Lee told a news conference at 
his home here.

Lee said law and order. has 
not yet been established on the 
Caribbean Island and he will 
not attempt to enter his office 
today._ About _100___Anguillans 
gathered there fo stage another

, Lee was prevented from reach- 
ing his administrative office by 
a screaming mob of 300 Satur- 
day and was the subject of a 
mock funeral Sunday.

Ma- 
rine officers at Da Nang said in 
the last month patrols have 
sighted as many as 50 North 
Vietnamese vehicles carrying 
war materials toward combined 
forces bases. Some were be- 
lieved to be big artillery guns. 

It was the second big Ameri- 
can drive announced in the last 
two days and the third within a 
week, as the Viet Cong’s spring 
offensive rolled into its fifth 
week. ~

March 15 but has been. slowed

The combined forces troops 
have killed 43 North Vietnamese 
so far and captured two prison- 
ers_and 129 rifles.

Face to Face 


C MIGHT BE DIFFICULT TO 
bring together ina heads-of- 
state meeting two such superficially 
different personalities as. President 
Nixon and Prime Minister Trudeau. 
But events may prove that the wide 
variation in obvious. characteristics 
is not paralleled in the more specific 
details of character, and particularly 
in the inner design of purposes and 
methods. - 
- Mr. Nixon is seen as the veteran 
of hard years of political infighting, 
his political senses sharpened by 


ceaseless struggle in the American’ 


maelstrom and the constant neces- 


/sity of balancing desire-and-expedi- 


ency, supporter and opponent. He 
has survived to reach the pinnacle 
of United States politics and power 
through toughness and adaptation, 
and the ability to accentuate or un- 
derplay basic. principles in the light 
of the harsh realities of the back- 
rooni managers and the voting pub- 
lic. There can be few, rosy-tinted 
panoramas from Mr. Nixon’s view- 
point. The wonder is that a man can 
undergo so abrasive an experience 
as the climb to power and still re- 
tain the fundamental idealism and 


_optimism which a successful leader 


must carry within him. 

Mr. Trudeau, on the other hand, 
has-reached his peak without the 
long years of political apprenticeship 
normally considered necessary. 
Against a sophisticated background 
of student life at Harvard, Paris and 
London, and a career as lawyer and 
professor, he has only four years as 


a Member-of Parliament. He burst on 
“<5 =-country as party leader and then 


emery 


as prime minister at_a_time when 
political events called for new blood, 
and the mood of the country re- 


sponded to the promise which he 
carried of a new approach and new 
accomplishments.. Not for Pierre 
‘Trudeau was the long formative pro- 
cess of ward politics, party 
manoeuvring, assembly of an at 
tractive voting record on key issues 
and careful development ofan image. 
It is natural, ther, that his methods 
should be pragmatic, his approach 
CAsual, his concepts intuitive, and his 
appeal personal and immediate. 

On what common ground, then, 
will two such men meet? One im- 
portant base will be that, whether by 
nature or by the demands of events, 


—both—are—deeply—concerned_in_the- 


social revolution now in progress, 
both are searching for measures 
with which to meet sociological 
changes that are pressing relentless- 
ly for solution, both recognize the 
need for a treatment of their prob- 
lems from’a late twentieth-century 
point of view rather than one so old 
as the mid-century; and both basical- 
ly are attuned, whether by personal 
inclination or pressures of today, to 
the little man, the dis-advantaged, 
the social or economic have-not, the 
heretofore meek who may not long 
be willing to wait for their inher- 
itance. 

This could become one of our 
era’s most interesting personal rela- 
tionships, for although the -policy 
problems of the two men differ. in 
magnitude they_are much the same 
in essence. And the degree to which 
both President and Prime Minister 
find themselves able to work not 
only-in-political-ee-operation but in 
personal harmony will have an im- 
portant bearing on the-course-vf our 
affairs in a spinning, tangled world.

. Fees for Fines? 


Bee CANADIAN PRESS RE- 
ports that students at Simon 
Fraser University are to be asked if 
they want summer semester fees 
raised by $5 to help to pay fines lev- 
ied after a demonstration in Novem- 
ber, The fines, imposed last week on 
those convicted of creating a disturb- 
ance in a 70-hour sit-in at the cam- 
pus, total $25,650." 

This. is an unusual and unsatis- 
factory method of approaching the 
matter. Support for the request 
would imply either a readiness on the 
part of the general student body to 
condone the activity for which some 


~were convicted, or to express Sym- 


pathy for them. But establishing a 
blanket fee increase would impose 
an unfair demand on students who 


did not wish to.contribute. They 
could oppose donating to the fund 
either because they did not agree 
withthe action of the sit-in partici- 
pants who have been tried and judg- 
ed: or, for other reasons, they might. 
resent payment of their money for 
that particular purpose. 

The preferable way to conduct 
the appeal obviously lies in the es- 
tablishment of a collection from 
those who wish to contribute—and 
only those. Sponsors of the fee-rais- 
ing plan should have second thoughts 
on the implications their proposals 
involve. -Students to whom the appeal 
is made should ask themselves if pay- 
ment of the extra $5: is a legitimate 
charge on those who wish to go to 
university.

Using India to Bedevil Russia and the U.S. 


f mons mos* important area of con- 
frontation between China, Russia 
and America is the Indian subcontinent. 
Were the 530 million people inhabiting 
India’s triangle effec- 
tively mustered be- 
hind Peking, Moscow 
or Washington, ° the 
world power’ balance 
would - irrevocably 
change. That possibil- 
ity seems remote be- 
cause India’s proven 
capacity for sus- 
tained, dynamic unity 
has hitherto been 


Sulzberger 
unimpressive. Nor has any important 
leader here endorsed policies departing 
from basic neutralism. 

Certainly Peking’s vision of collabora- 


tion between the “Soviet revisionist 
renegade clique’ and “American im- 
perialists’’ and ‘Indian reactionaries’ is 
a —hysterics nightmare. Apart -from 
India’s built-in disorganization, Moscow 
and Washington, far from collaborating, 
compete here. ruthlessly. 


Suspicion 


—~—For centuries China has eyed India 
with suspicion because its. huge popula- 
tion could theoretically develop into a 
potential threat. Chinese stra‘ has 
traditionally sought to keep this try 
from any ties with an adversary of 
Peking. 

As long ago as 1952 China was 
alarmed by prospects of U.S.-Indian 
friendship and the. Chinese military 
attache actually installed a direct 
telephone tap on the line of Ambassador 
Chester Bowles (his first incarnation). 
The thought of American industry plus 
Indian demography was frightening; but 
Peking’s priorities shifted. 

Moscow now heads the hate list. 
Because Russia helps India militarily, 
China helps Pakistan. Nevertheless, 
despite the brief Chinese aggression here 
in 1962, Peking’s current policy is 
somewhat less menacing than usually 
depicted. Right now it apparently aims 
more at keeping India off balance than 
at driving southward from the Hima- 
layas to. rumbustious Bengal. 


Border Trouble 


Of course, as is traditional, signs of 
trouble-making continue along the Sino- 
Indian border, Peking maintains official 
if theoretical claims to 32,000 square 
miles -of India’s’ Northeast Frontier 
Agency and keeps strong forces in 
adjacent Tibet and the Chumbi Valley. 


Throughout south ‘China and in Nepal it- 


has developed roads 
could use, 

Moreover, Chinese agents have’ a 
splendid time distributing aid to India’s 
malcontents and insurgents. They - are 
Naga and Mizo tribesmen and have 
“trained some 3,000 Nagas under “‘Gen- 

eral’ Mawa Angami inside China. 
Angami has just been captured. 

These are dribbling back to Nagaland 
where they tie up 80,000 Indian troops. 
Simultaneously, in_ next-door Burma, 
having broken ‘with Rangoon, China 
again sponsors the White Flag rebels *— 
one-of the anti-government forces in that 
many-faceted civil war. 


Mankind’s Moon Lab

It is not too late for President Nixon 
to call an international conference aimed 
at turning the moon into a scientific 
laboratory for all mankind. The United 
States could offer to make available to 
Soviet scientists for analysis some of the 
junar material Apollo 11 is scheduled to 


bring back to earth. Mr. Nixon might « 


invite Soviet astronauts to join the crews 
of moonships- scheduled to be launched 
next year. 

And this country would propose that 
an international organization be set up to 
direct all research on the moon and all 
exploitation of its resources. The lunar 
race will have been worth its colossal 


cost only if.its end helps provide major * 


impetus for turning space into’an area of 
genuine jnternational co-operation — a 
force for peace on earth as well as on 
earth's outrider in the sky. 


In internal Indian politics the pro- 
Peking Communist faction has grown 
impressively. It is strong in‘ fermenting 
West (Indian) Bengal, but the best guess 
is Peking doesn’t desire either a puppet 
Bengali state here or a satrapy in East 
(Pakistani) Bengal. The risk of major 
explosion is too dangerous and, in the 
latter area, China prefers dealing with 
Pakistan’s pro-Chinese central govern- 
ment rather than local Communists. 


Anyway, ideologically, Peking doesn’t 
like spreading influence—abroad by 
elections and eschews the parliamentary 
methods currently favored by Moscow. It 
prefers violence as the means to power. _ 
Therefore along its Indian-Nepalese- 
Burmese-Thai border region China 
seems only to be applying the old Han 
practice of offensive defence, 


Security Neurosis 


For generations the Chinese have had 
a security neurosis in their little-known 
south. They are obsessed with the 
thought that its remote hinterland could 
some day be developed by a hostile 
power into a springboard for aggression. 
Therefore Peking tries to sterilize its 
“Himalayan frontier, keeping forward 
jtroops on the mountains’ southern slopes 


and stirring enough trouble in India’s 
buffer zone to enfeeble it. 

There are enough natural centrifugal 
forces in and around India to: lend 
themselves to a Chinese policy of 
encouraging restlessness if not disruption 
where the two massive countries meet. 
And although India's military establish- 
ment. is reasonably well equipped by 
Moscow and is the world’s fourth largest 
in size, its power is far from sufficient 
—by itself — to awe Peking. Since 
independence, this’ country has fought 
two wars with Pakistan and one with 
China — without dazzling success. 


Jabbed Into Confusion: 


Consequently, without much danger to 
itself, China can jab India into confusion 
by bogging down its army in dead-end 
places like Nagaland and by teasing the 
regime in political swamps like Calcutta. 
With no direct threat of war it can thus 
debilitate India. And, since Russia and 
America — although rivals and certainly 
not collaborators — both work so hard to 
shore up New Delhi for their ‘own 
respective policy, Peking reason’. that 
this also weakens them —~ its most 
dangerous enemies. Bg GSTS

FTER two months in office, President 
Nixon, is noting, with only a tinge of 
regret, that his honeymoon here is over. 
He sees some of the natives getting 
restless in the springtime along the 
Potomac as he renders fateful judgments 
on missiles and on Vietnam: The first 
chirps of dissent have been heard in 
Congress and the first political crocuses 
are popping up across the land. 

But Nixon claims not to mind the 
fading of unnatural tolerance tradition- 
ally shown a new man in the White 
House.

20 Years-of Communism 


Scratch 


By DICK WILSON 


(Mr. Wilson was editor of the Far Eastern Economic Re- 
view in Hong Kong and travelled widely in China, This article 
is excerpted from one he wrote for the Bulletin of the Atomic 
Scientists, a monthly magazine published in Chicago.) 


A Western diplomat who had the unusual 
experience of being stationed in Peking during both 
the Communist takeover and early years of the 
People’s Republic of China, and during the Cultural 
Revolution of the past three years, states firmly 
that the second revolution was fiercer and more far- 
reaching in its effects than the first. 

Since the earlier “‘liberation’’ from the Nationalists of 
Chiang Kai-shek, Mao Tse-tung has carried China through a 
second “‘liberatioh,’’ this time from the Communist: party 
which he himself helped to found and led to victory in 1949. 

Our surprise at this turn of events’ must stand as an 
indictment.of: those analysts and commentators: who wanted 
us to beHeve, during the heyday of surface harmony in, the 
Peking leadership of the 1950s, that 17 million members of 
the Chinese Communist Party were working, thinking and 
speaking as one. 

What we have had to come to terms with since Mao Tse- 
tung called on Chinese youth.to ‘‘Bombard the Headquarters” 
(in his own first big-character poster of Aug. 5 1966) is that 
the Chinese Communists are not superhuman, and that the 
Chinese people are not subhuman: the. former can and do 
betray their ideals, the latter can and do disobey. 


it-is doubtful -whether-more than -a-smail-fraction-of- the 
17 million party members in China have: any real grasp of 
Marxist-Leninist theory. Most of them are incapable of 
altering overnight the ways and mores of millenia. 


We were told by some commentators a decade ago that a 
quarter of mankind has been transformed into a vast prison 
camp of Orwellian dimensions, where total obedience to the 
diktat of a mad emperor was the only rule of life. 

The truth is less _exciting,, less flattering to those in 


For the old... 


Peking who wanted charge, less damning of those who have 
tried to govern China during these past two decades. 

It should not have surprised us that in the end the 
Communist party, the iconoclasts and reformers of the 1940s, 
should have gradually become.the privileged elite — 
bureaucratic and out of touch with the common man — of the 
1960s. 

It should not have surprised ts that 20 years of 
Communist rule should have left so many large pockets of 
frustration, envy and discontent where a political leader 
would find effective allies against the party machine. 

It should not have surprised us that the’ definite, if 
modest, measure of improvement in: Chinese life since 1949 
should have created an appetite for individualism and 
independence rather than more. hunger for self-abasement 
and sacrifice. 

It should not have surprised.us that the recovery. of self- 
confidence and stability among one in four of the human race 
should have strengthened the instrict for autonomy at every 
level — household, family, village, county, province and 
region — and rendered China progressively more difficult to 
rule from one single desk in Peking. 


China Surface 


The only thing that should legitimately have surprised us 
is thai the acknowledged architect of the new China, the 
grand “old man who is its “conscience, its guide, its 
embodiment and symbol, should at the age of 72 have taken 
up the cudgels against his colleagues, against a majority in 
the party he -had nurtured, and organized a crusade across 
the length and breadth of China for his own policies. 

Even this might conceivably have been anticipated by 
those who have studied the lives of great men and noticed 
their tendency in old age to kick away the scaffolding upon 
which they have climbed to eminence, as if to see whether 
they could not keep their place without it. 

The first point, therefore, from which to start an 
appraisal of where China stands today after all this turmoil is 
a recognition that, contrary to the propaganda of the 
Communists, ironically .parrotted by some of their most 
hostile critics. in the West, China..has not fundamentally 
changed over the past 20 years. 

She has recovered a great deal of poise, self-respect, and 
adequacy of living standards, ‘but these by themselves would 
tend merely to reinforce the pre-existing social fabric. 


Communism has tried to unravel and reweave that 
fabric, and it has set in motion reforms that over a fairly 
long period will indeed change and modernize the Chinese 
character, the Chinese way of life, and the Chinese outlook on 
the world. 


One of the most fascinating areas of scholarly research 
these days is a preliminary assessment of the ways in which 
Chinese culture has changéd under communism. .But the 
distan¢e covered so far is slight, and it is still-easier to 
detect the similarities with the past than the departures from 
it. 


Journey Into 18th Century 


I myself had the experience of touring Communist China 
in 1964, after years of digesting both the flamboyant claims 
of the Peking press and the hostile Western indictments of 
Mao for destroying the family and pushing the Chinese 
peasant too roughly, too forcibly, and too fast into a not 
entirely wanted modernity. 

To my astonishment, the visit to China was like a journey 
back into the eighteenth century. 

Unlike anywhere in the West or in the industrialized 
Soviet bloc, unlike those Westernized or developed pockets of 
Africa and Asia which foreign visitors frequent, the mighty 
expanses of China proved a haven of old-fashioned courtesy 
and patience, 

Everyone has time for everyone else, no sense of urgency 
is apparent, and the principal content of daily life is the 
proper conduct of encounters with neighbors, friends, visitors, 
and officials. 

There is virtually no traffic_on the roads_and the arrival 
ofa traveller from abroad, however unimportant or from 
whatever country, is the occasion for very real excitement 
and interest among most of the people he brushed shoulders 
with. 

The sole railway. station and only airport of the city from 
which these 700 million people are administered had 
respectively, in 1964, two trains and one international flight 
leaving every day. 

It was utterly impossible to remember, from within 
China, that this was a country whose name alone was enough 
to furrow brows and catch heartbeats in*the Pentagon and 
State Department. 


The faet-that-on-special occasions a show of frenzy can 
be put on, a massive display organized to make Hitler’s 
parades look like a Sunday school outing, does not alter the 
general tenor of Chinese life. 


It is these special, and specially-contrived, events which 
we in the West see on our TV screens and which frighten us. 
But the real China that still exists beneath these occasional 
applications of theatrical make-up is the teenage Red. Guard, 
fresh from the provinces. 


His Moment of History 


In the bus, after the day-long rally saluted by Chairman 
Mao, he relaxes from his moment of history and inquires 
about the Western reporter’s suiting, his opinion of China, his 
monthly wages, and his taste for Chinese food. 

The warm smile: that accompanies such exchanges is 
more natural than the grimace of hatred which the same boy 
will produce to order when the evils of American imperialism 
are being ceremonially condemned. 

I am not trying to argue that China is naive, simple, 
unproblematic, and merely misunderstood. China is ‘ex- 
tremely complex, is becoming more ‘so, and we should be 
wary of oversimplified responses whether they are urged on 
us by her friends or foes. 

But we should not mistake the goals, ambitions, and 
dreams of her Communist leaders for the reality with which 
they have still to grapple. 

One could summarize the ideological aspect of the Cultural 
Revolution by saying that~both the Maoist policy of 
continuous mystical ferment and the Liu Shao-chi policy of 
controlled conventional organization have-their merits: which 
one is better suited to China’s present problems remains 
unproved, but readers should be warned.against taking things 
at their face value in China. 

On the surface the Maoists have’won and the Liuists have 
lost. But below the surface the victory is not by any means 
so clear.

Whatever the Peking propaganda organs may say, the 
extent to which Maoist policies are actually being carried out 
in every province and every county must remain uncertain. 

It is hard to imagine. that millions of party members 
have become completely silent, inactive, or ideologically 
subverted after. two decades of continuous power and 
patronage. 

Indeed, the whole question of policy is probably 
somewhat academic until the power struggle has been 
resolved and the identity of the post-Mao leadership revealed. 


It might be added ‘that time is on the side of 
conservatism and that where the power struggle produces a 
policy vacuum this would tend to be exploited more by those 
who think tike Liu than those who think tike-Mao- 


Now the excesses of the Red Guards have been tamed 
and the conduct of foreign affairs is back in more experienced 
and predictable hands. 

The problem of making the links between China and the 

rest of the world both strong and plain for all: Chinese to-see 
is one that will preoccupy Western, Soviet, and. ‘'Third 
World’ diplomats and politicians for another century or 
more, 
Th¢ kind of chauvinism which leads the Chinese to 
brandish their fists in all directions at once is still a factor in 
China's political equation, and if there did have to be a choice 
between their two big “‘enemies,’’ some Chinese, especially in 
the armed forces, might argue that whereas China's western 
and northern frontiers are disputed by Russia, the Americans 
do at least accept the eastern and southern borders, which 
worry the Chinese most. 


No Short-Term Results 


Our choices in the West are two: we can either ignore 
China ‘and allow this gulf between ourselves and one-quarter 
of mankind to harden and endure; or else we can try on our 
side to create conditions more favorable to its ultimate 
bridging. 

In neither case can we expect short-term results. 

The. latter policy would involve a search for ways of 
asserting and advertising the fact that the West respects 
China, respects Chinése civilization, and respects Chinese 
territory. 


To refuse China. entty into the United Nations and other 
international bodies, to refuse to enter into’ diplomatic 
relations with her, to maintain the myth that Chiang Kai-shek 
still governs the Chinese mainland, and to denigrate the 
Chinese cultural and social tradition is to delay the process of 
mutual understanding and reconciliation which we ultimately 
seek. 


Let us in honesty recognize that the real stumbling block 
in the American side is not the over belligerence of Chinese 
ideology but the prior commitment to the Nationalists in 
Taipei. 


-Make-Crucial-Distinction 


It will not be easy for any American admihistration. to 
insist.on making the subtle but crucial distinction between 
supporting Chiang Kai-shek’s right to rule Taiwan and 
supporting -his hollow pretensions to rule the mainland. 

We have to learn that friendship becomes exploited if it is 
taken to mean not merely support and respect. and aid but 
also the encouragement and. underwriting of another's 
impossible dreams and unrealizable ambitions. 

An honest friend would try to narrow the gap between 
another's reality and expectation, not widen it. 

As long as American troops have been fighting against 
Communist insurgents in Vietnam, it has been understand- 
ably difficult for the United States to appear to switch its 
backing from the Chinese Nationalists to the Chinese 
Communists. 

But now that this episode is, we hope, almost over, 
Americans can begin to look at their East Asian relationships 
more carefully in the light of their real long-term goals. 

A far-sighted U.S.. policy could plan for a gradual and 
tactful disengagement from the Nationalist cause in Taiwan; 
abandon all restrictions on trade with and travel in China, 
unilaterally and without reciprocity; and commission 
America's many excellent and wise Sinologists to advise it in 
depth and in detail on how the Chinese government, 
irrespective of its political color, could best be induced over 
the long term to join the world community in all its activities 
and concerns. 

Only in this way will our children thank us for saving 
them from inheriting a world more bitterly divided than at 
any time in its history.

_ The Fraser River may become one of Canada’s 
major sewers and the Great Lakes “the world’s largest 


cesspool,” Dr. W. R. Derrick Sewell of the University] division, Canadian Association 


of. Victoria said Saturday. 


“Several of the nation’s major 
water bodies are severely pol- 
luted,” he told the western 
division, Canadian Association 
of Geographers, at its annual 
conference. 


“A recent review of the 
various water problems facing 
Canada suggests present poli- 
cies are unsatisfactory and that 
they will be totally inadequate 
in the next few-years.” ~ 

Dr. Sewell said water prob- 
lems are not among the hottest 
political issues in the country. 
Controversy .rages over the 
export of water to the United 
States and serious conflicts 
have arisen over the use of 
particular rivers and lakes. 


SALMON SANCTUARY 

“Questions have been raised 
as to whether the Fraser River 
can be preserved ;much longer 
as a salmon sanctuary, or 
whether other water uses should 
be developed too. 

“There is also 
debate over 
pollution.” 

Dr Sewell spoke of the 
‘“‘orave need” for more knowl- 
edge concerning the- nature and. 
magnitude of Canada’s water 
resources and the uses to which 
they may be put, 

In 1967, the, federal govern- 
ment asked the Science Secre- 
tariat of the Privy Council to 
determine the major water 
problems facing Canada and 
how they could be overcome. 

The secretariat recommended 
that expenditures on research 
be increased from $8,000,000. in 
1968 to $75,000,000. by 1978. Its 
re\c ommendations were en- 
dorsed in a separate study by 
the Science Council of Canada.

PUBLIC REACTION 

Irrigation schemes had failed 
to win support from farmers 
because-they were unwilling to 
change their farming methods. 
Public reaction to all planning 
projects should therefore be 
estimated in. advance. 

“The Canadian federal gov- 
ernment recently granted 
$250,000 for water resources 
research in the social sciences. 
Only half a dozen geographers 


Dr Sewell said one reason 
might be that the training of 
geographers is. generally less 
rigorous than training in other 
research fields. 

“One consequence is_ that 
geographers became generalists 
in the broadest sense of the 
term.

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Caribbean States—Small and Unique

SANTO DOMINGO (WP) — 
The Anguilla incident silhou- 
ettes two aspects of life inthe 
Caribbean: states are very 
small, and each is unique. 
This gives the area its charm, 
and threatens to undo it 
economically. Colonialists 
made the geographic problem 
even more complex when they 
sprinkled sovereignties to 
windward and leeward. Island 
groups that might have 
achieved ‘economic viability in 
union are often as divided as 
the map.of Europe. 

St. Martin, 10 minutes away 
from Anguilla by Piper 
Apache, is: part French and 
part Dutch. Both mother 
countries had. destroyers 
standing offshore and_ police 
who_normally-have little to do 
were on shore ol ‘to assure 
that the AnguilM affair would 
not spill over. 


RECOVER LAND 

The Dutch. side of the 
island, by the way, is known 
as St. Maarten. Like Anguilla, 
it once subsisted on a salt 
pond. But tourists have dis- 
covered St. Maarten and the 
pond land is being recovered 
much as Holland reclaims the 

“pea. 

St. Martin's population, 
double Anguilla'’s 6,000, 
appears hopeful that the white 
beaches and green hills of the 


island will bring enough tour-° 


ist dollars to make it in fact.a 
tropical-paradise: 

Farther down the Leeward 
Island chain is Antigua, the 
staging base for the British 
invasion, Although the British 
deny the suggestion, many 
Antiguans suspect that the 
show of force was intended 
partly for them. That depen- 
dency’s ‘64,000 people have 
been divided by labor strife 
and anti-government demon- 
strations. 

Antigua also attracts »tour- 
fists arid has moved up the 
development ladder with an 
oil refinery. It exports lobster 
but must fly in most. of its 
food and it is running short of 
electricity. 

From the perspective of this 
larger and more populated 
island of Hispaniola—shared 
by Haiti and the Dominican 
Republic—the prospects of 
economic .- viability through 
expansion are scarcely heart- 
ening. The Dominican Repub- 
lic with 4 million people is far 
from self-sustaining. 


MARINES LAND 


Over 500 U.S.- marines 
landed_here four years ago, 
and the profits and losses to 
the invaded and the invaders 
have yet to be sorted out, 
That time the Americans 


were out within a year, 
though when the marines 
landed in 1916 it took eight 
years to extract them—and 
the Trujillo dictatorship soon 
followed, 


Britain will now test whether 
intervention in, the lives of 
6,000 people can be -carried 
out more effectively. Anguilla 
certainly will offer economic 
problems to match the larger 
islands—it depends now on the 
remittances of people who left 
to earn their living in London 
or New York. 


At least Anguillans, uni- 
formly Negro, have no racial 
problem, although the fact 
that the British brought back 
the white and widely disliked 
Anthony Lee may create one. 
Racial tensions do exist on the 
islands that rim the Carib- 
bean, especially where white 
rule persisted. In. Trinidad, 
where the chain almost joins 
the South American mainland, 
the Negro majority has its 
conflicts. with the minority of 
East Indian descent. There, 
Washington’s “‘muggings’’ are 
known as ‘‘choke-and-robs’’ 
and ‘the Indians allege that 
they are the principal victims. 


IDYLLIC ISLANDS

When a little tumor forms 
in the pituitary gland of a 
child, producing much growth 
hormone,-the result-can. bea 
huge circus giant, and when 
the. gland does not produce 
enough the person can remain 
too- short, or he may be a 
dwarf,

For many years, surgeons 
have been trying to devise an 
operation which will not re- 
qiire the making of a big hole 
that could cause the death of 
many of the patients. Opera- 
tions are occasionally needed 
fo. remove a tumor of fhe 
pituitary gland, or to stop the 
growth of_ scattered breast 
caneer in’ women, or in 
diabetics to stop a progressive 
blindness due to injury to the 
retinas (seeing membranes in 
the back of the eye). 

Besides the operations to 
remove the gland, there can 
be applications of various 
kinds of powerfpl radio- 
therapy, which can destroy 
the gland. Also, a radioactive 
yttrium can be injected to 
destroy the. gland. Also, re- 
cently some men have ‘been 
destroying the gland with 
intense cold (cryosurgery).

In a recent. paper, some 
men-have said-that by far the 


best surgical approach to the [~ 


pituitary gland is through the 
nose. Now I read a fine 
article by Dr. Nicholas T. 
Zervas of Harvard Medical 
School and the ‘Beth Israel 
Hospital of Boston, who Te- 
ports excellerit results with an 
operation in which he pushes 
a tiny probe through a_tiny 
tube, that has been passed 
through the nose And up into 
the pituitary. gland. Then the 
gland is destroyed-by—a radio 
frequency current which pro- 
duces much heat. 

The great advantage of 
being «able to use local anes- 
thesia for this—eperation—is 
that the patient can quickly 
tell the surgeon of any injury 
to his vision due to the 
probe’s having gone into the 
wrong place. Then the. sur- 
geon can quickly move the 
probe to another place. One 
hundred and forty-one persons 
were thus operated. on, with 
safety and good results,

A molecule of water and 
heavy water both contain one 
atom of* oxygen. The water 
molecule has two ordinary 
hydrogen atoms. But the mole- 
cule of heavy water has: two 
atoms of very special hydrogen. 
Ordinary hydrogen, of course, is 
the smallest of all the .atoms. 
Its_nucleus has one positively 
charged proton particle. Around 
the mucleus orbits one electron 
charged with negative elec- 
tricity. Other atoms have 
various numbers of neutral 
neutrons in their nuclei but the 
ordinary hydrogen atom does 
not. 


Extra Weight 


Now let's. look at that special 
hydrogen in—heavy water. Its 
atom has one and only one! 
proton. Therefore it“ must be} 
hydrogen. But unlike the ordi-| 
nary hydrogen atom, its nucleus} 
has a neutron particle. This 
neutral particle does not have| 
either a positive or negative 
electric charge, but it weighs 
about as much as a proton. The 
| atom of heavy hydrogen is an 
| overweight hydrogen atom. We 
}ean call it heavy hydrogen or 
deuteriaum. Atoms of this sort 
are isotopes. Most of the known 
elements have séveral isotope 
} forms with one or many more 
extra neutrons. 

The word “isotope” means a 
stand-in or replacement. Let's 
think. of replacing ordinary 
hydrogen with heavy hydrogen 
to-create-water molecules. Each 
molecule gets one atom of 
oxygen and two atoms of heavy 
hydrogen. The extra weight in 
the isotopes adds extra weight 
to the water molecules. This 
heavy water looks and feels like 
ordinary water, but its extra 
weight changes some of its 
behavior. Ordinary water 
freezes at 0 degrees and boils at 
100 degrees Centigradé. Heavy 
water freezes at 382 degrees 
and boils at 101.42 degrees 
Centigrade. It freezes and boils 
at slightly higher temperatures 
than ordinary water. 

The neutron, like all atomic 
particles, is far too small for 
the human eye to see. But oh, 
what a difference it could make 
in the world of nature. Seeds 
refuse to sprout in heavy water. 
dpoles._cannot live init, }-----_ 
Suppose all the earth’s- water 
were hea y water. There would 
be no seed plants, no frogs or 
many other. living things. Fortu- 
nately nature creates only one 
molecule of heavy water with 
about 5,000 ordinary water 
molecules. Heavy water is a 
man-made substance. It is very 
costly and we make only enough 
for special duties.

When your sons says mari- 
juana, LSD, and other drugs 
are freely available around 
his high school he is un- 
doubtedly telling the truth. 
When he says parents “Make 
too big a thing out of it” he is 
parroting the sales pitch of 
the pushers. 

The sad fact is that parents 
are desperately ill-equipped to 
cope with the pot and drug 
propaganda, For most of 
them it is something that is 


simply outside their exneri.— 


ence. What are nice middle- 
aged people expected to know 
about something which in 
their childhood was confined 
to the lowest elements of 
society?

You are correct in seeking 
“the facts.” But the facts are 
not easy to come by. Science 
is just now getting around to 
serious research on the sub- 
ject, and for too many kids it 
is.a mathematical certainty 
that the facts will come too 
late. 

About marijuana, this much 
is known: It is not physically 
addictive. The pot cult capi- 
talizes on this. But all it 
means is that marijuana does 
not require constantly in- 
creasing dosages to produce 
its mind bending effects, and 
that a pot user deprived of 
the weed does not get physi- 
cally ill from withdrawal 
pangs. 

However, marijuana DOES 
tend to become _ psychologi- 
cally. addictive for some. The 
evidence suggests that this 
kind of addiction is to the 
constant user what alcohol 
addiction is to the alcoholic. It 
is something less than a true 
addiction, as is heroin, but it 
is. something more than a 
“bad habit.” 

Marijuana now flooding the 
country is of varying degrees 
ot potency, and (unlike thé 
standardized toxic content of 
alcoholic products) the vary- 
ing potency produces Warying 
effects. It can cause anxiety, 
confusion, impaired judgment, 
panic, temporary psychosis, 
and a feeling of well being in 
the face of real danger. But 
the greatest threat of mari- 
juana, and I cannot emphasize 
this too strongly, is that IT 
PUTS CHILDREN IN_TOUCH 
WITH THE DRUG TRADE, 
AND ANYONE WHO SELLS 
MARIJUANA TO CHILDREN 
WILL SELL THEM ANY- 
THING. AND THIS CAN BE 
THEIR INTRODUCTION TO 
THE HEAVIER STUFF, AND 
A PRELUDE TO A MENTAL 
BREAKDOWN, A SERIOUS 
ADDICTION, OR BOTH. 

More recently, young 
addicts have taken alarmingly 
to yet another destroyer, 
Methedrine, known in the 
jargon as “speed,” and taken 
either orally or by injection. 
“Speed” is a jolting stimulant 
which can almost literally 
burn out the nervous system 
and leave the victim a mental 
and physical. wreck. 

The chain starts with the 
marijuana contact and the 
propaganda about parents 
“making too big a thing of 
it.” Parents CAN’T make too 
big a thing of it. Which brings 
us to Question No. 3: What 
should you do? 

MAKE A BIG THING OF 
IT! Consult your family doc- 
tor on the available scientific 
information, Have him talk 
man-to-man -with your son, as 
back-up for your own talks 
with the boy. By all means 
talk with the school principal, 
Find out his attitude and the 
attitude of his teachers. 
Whatever else you do, don’t 
make the mistake of doing 
nothing. Crossed fingers and 
prayers don’t work!

Enigmatic Lady of Biafra 
Once Studied for Law Degree

MAUHAI, Biafra, Nigeria — 
If Biafra survives its war 
with Nigeria intact, the tall, 
stately wife of Biafra's rebel 
leader is almost sure to 
emerge as one of Africa’s 
most celebrated) women — 
certainly on a par with ‘the 
wife of President Houphouet- 
Boigny of the Ivory Coast, 
whom Life magazine once 
graced with a full-page color 
portrait alongside such other 
world beauties as Princess 
Grace of Monaco and Em- 
press Farah of Iran. 

But for the ‘time being, 
there is a war on, and life for 
Nijideka Ojukwu is filled with 
tension, sadness and fear. In 
this, her life is no different 
than that of any other Biafran 
wife and mother of three. 

She worries most about her 
children ‘surviving the almost 
daily air raids. She feels she 
must pay almost daily visits 
to nearby refugee camps, 
handing out home-cooked food 
and helping care for the 
frightened, wide-eyed_ orphan 
children. There is sadness 
almost everywhere she turns. 

There is also concern for 
her husband, Lt.Col. “Odu- 
megwu Ojukwu, Biafra’s 


throw the Nigerians back at 
Uli airport — Biafra’s last 
link to the outside world. 

Even during a “normal’”’ 
day, Mrs. Ojukwu seldom sees 
her husband, A routine work 
day for Ojukwu begins with a 
hurried glass of fruit juice for 
breakfast and ends 12 to 18 
hours later.

“And now,” Mrs. Ojukwu 
said, “there is not time for 
entertaining, Well, once in a 
while, when an_ especially 
important foreign visitor 
comes to, Biafra, we'll have 
him for lunch or a very small 
dinnér. But that’s it. There

WASHINGTON (WP) — The 
parade of high-ranking Penta- 
gon brass to retirement 
havens with arms makers 
marches at a double time 
tempo, a new congressional 
survey shows. 

The 100 biggest defence 
contractors. now employ 2,072 
former*officers with the rank 
of colonel, navy captain or 
higher. This is almost three 
times. the 721 on their pay- 
rolls the last time a survey 
was made, ten years ago. 

Theten biggest companies 
employ the most brass. The 
top ten, who collected 11.6 
billion dollars in Pentagon 
awards last year, now have 
1,065 high ranking officers in 
their corporate fold.‘ Ten 
years ago, they employed 372, 
so they have kept their share 
of the big brass about con- 
stant. 

The survey was made by 
the Pentagon for Sen. William 
Proxmire (D—Wis.), chair- 
man of a joint economic sub- 
committee looking at procure- 
ment. ° 

He described its findings as 
“dangerous and shocking.”’ It 
points, he said, to “the 
increasing influence of the big 
contractors with the military 
and the military with the big 
contractors.”” 


TREND IS THREAT 

Proxmire said he was not 
questioning the integrity of 
the military men but. feared 
“that the trend itself repre- 
sents a distinct threat to the 
public interest.”

Legislation to make liability: Insurance for automobiles 
compulsory and to add mandatory limited no-fault compen- 
sation was given first reading in the legislature. this after- 
noon,

buy, insurance : 

® To provide self-insured compensation of up to $7,000 
death benefit and $50 per week for disability allowance re- 
gardless of whose fault a traffic accident was: 

® To transform the present, minimum $50,000 financial 
responsilibility for third party liability into a minimum and 
compulsory insurance. 

The no-fault compensation proposal duplictaes insurance 
plans now available in. eight: other provinces on a voluntary 
basis. 

In B.C. ‘it will be compulsory and the amendment accepts 
a five-week legislative committee study this sessiéntwhich 
recommended maximum benefits of $7,000 for death and $50 
a week for disability. 

The changes are proposed in 70 pages of amendments to 
the existing Insurance Act and Motor Vehicle Act. 

The two bills were introduced by Attorney-General Leslie 
Peterson but he was unavailable for immediate detailed 
explanations. 

The legislation totally rejects the Wootton Royal Com- 
mission recommendation for abolition of the liability insur- 
ance system in favor of a pure compensation program: pro- 
hibiting, law suits over. accittents.
